The figures from the year 2019 will serve as 
the basis for obtaining an accountant’s statement for the 
Annual Accounts for the year 2026. For this, ‘zeroing’ and 
‘balance cleansing’ activities needed to take place in 2018 
and 2019 before compiling the Annual Accounts for the year 
2019. In addition to this, the lockdown during the pandemic 
caused delays in the work in 2020 and 2021. 


It should be mentioned that the impasse on the approval of 
the Annual Accounts for 2016 and 2017 by the Parliament 
of Aruba also brought significant delays in completing the 
Annual Accounts for the year 2019. Finally, the applica- 
tion on which Aruba’s financial administration runs, GFS/ 
EnterpriseOne, also needed its upgrade in early 2023, 


causing a delay of several months. 


Hoping to recover the delay by the end of 2024 
The Finance Minister stated that by the end of 2024, efforts 
are expected to recover the delay in compiling Aruba’s 
annual accounts, following the schedule below. The Annual 
Accounts for the year 2020 are scheduled to be delivered 
to ARA in February 2024. The Annual Accounts for the year 
2021 are scheduled to arrive at ARA in June 2024. The Annual 
Accounts for the year 2022 are scheduled for September 
2024, and the Annual Accounts for the year 2023 can be 
delivered to ARA in December 2024. In this way, Minister 
Maduro hopes to close the budgetary cycle of the respec- 
tive years. 


Thanks to ARA for their patience and good cooperation 
Minister Maduro took the opportunity to express gratitude 
to ARA for their patience in waiting for the completion of the 
work to compile the Annual Accounts for 2019. The minister 
appreciates the team from the Department of Finance and 
all other individuals and entities that cooperated to ensure 
the completion of the Annual Accounts for 2019. Minister 
Maduro wishes the ARA team much success in the upcoming 
work, ensuring that the funds approved by Parliament for 
Government use have been utilized in a legal manner and for 
the intended purpose for which approval was granted.

A remarkable breakthrough, researchers at the University of 
California, San Francisco (UCSF) have developed an artifi- 
cial intelligence (AI)--powered system that has restored the 
ability to speak to a woman paralyzed for over a decade. 
The system, which combines brain-computer interface 
(BCI) technology and AI algorithms, translates the woman’s 
thoughts into synthesized speech, enabling her to commu- 
nicate with others after years of silence. 


The woman, known as Ann, lost her ability to speak due to 
a spinal cord injury. Despite her paralysis, she remained 
mentally sharp and engaged, but her inability to communi- 
cate caused significant frustration and isolation. 
The UCSF team, led by Dr. Krishna Shenoy, sought to address 
this challenge by developing a system that could bypass 
Ann’s physical limitations and allow her to express herself 
verbally. 


The system has two main components: a BCI recording Ann’s 
brain activity and an AI algorithm translating that activity 
into synthesized speech. The BCI is implanted in Ann’s 
brain and detects the electrical signals associated with her 


speaking attempts. These signals are then transmitted to a 
computer, where the AI algorithm deciphers the intended 
words and generates a corresponding audio output. 


To personalize Ann’s synthesized speech, the UCSF team 
recorded her speaking at her wedding. This recording 
provided the AI algorithm with a reference for Ann’s natural 
voice, producing a more accurate and natural-sounding 
synthesis. 


In addition to restoring Ann’s ability to speak, the UCSF 
team also developed a system that animates Ann’s avatar 
with facial expressions that match her spoken words. This 
enhances the communication experience by providing visual 
cues complementing the synthesized speech. 


The successful implementation of this AI-powered system 
represents a significant milestone in BCI technology and can 
potentially revolutionize the lives of people with paralysis. 
By restoring their communication ability, individuals with 
paralysis can regain independence, improve their quality of 
life, and reconnect with loved ones. 


Researchers at UC San Francisco Help 
Paralyzed Woman Communicate Again 
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THE ever-evolving landscape of biological research, one 
groundbreaking frontier is stealing the spotlight: Epigenome 
Editing. This cutting-edge technology is revolutionizing 
our approach to treating diseases with a genetic compo- 
nent, holding the key to a future where we can modify gene 
expression without altering the fundamental DNA sequence. 


At the core of this innovation is the ability to precisely tweak 
the epigenome—the intricate molecular machinery that 
regulates gene activity. Unlike traditional genetic editing 
methods that alter the DNA sequence itself, epigenome 
editing allows scientists to make targeted changes to how 
genes are turned on or off. This opens up a treasure trove of 
possibilities for addressing genetic disorders and advancing 
personalized medicine.

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LAST Saturday, November 25, 2023, three Palestinian 
students were shot and injured near the University of 
Vermont campus in Burlington, Vermont. The incident has 
raised concerns about a possible connection to the ongoing 
conflict in Gaza, with authorities investigating whether the 
shooting was motivated by anti-Palestinian bias.

Two of the victims are in 
stable condition, while the third sustained more severe inju- 
ries.

The recent 
escalation of violence in the region has led to an increase in 
anti-Palestinian sentiment in some quarters. 


Additionally, the perpetrator reportedly targeted the victims 
precisely because of their Palestinian ethnicity. 


The shooting has sparked outrage and concern among the 
Palestinian community in Burlington and beyond. Many 
people have expressed their support for the victims and their 
families. Burlington Mayor Miro Weinberger condemned the 
shooting, calling it “a shocking and disturbing incident.” 
Governor Phil Scott also condemned it, urging Vermonters 
to “unite against hate and violence.” 


The University of Vermont has released a statement 
expressing its support for the victims and its commitment to 
the safety of all students. The university has also increased 
security measures on campus.

Three Palestinian Students

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U.S. ofÏcials expressed disappointment on Saturday after 
three Americans with dual Israeli citizenship were not 
among the hostages released by Hamas as part of a prisoner 
exchange deal. Hamas militants reportedly captured three 
Americans, two women, and a four-year-old girl during the 
recent conflict between Israel and Gaza. 


“We are disappointed that we haven’t seen the Americans 
on a list yet, but we are hopeful for the next couple of days,” 
said a senior administration ofÏcial. 


The ofÏcial added that the U.S. is working closely with Israeli 
and Egyptian ofÏcials to secure the release of the remaining 
hostages. 


The hostage release was part of a ceasefire agreement 
reached between Israel and Hamas on Friday—the agree- 
ment called for the release of 50 Palestinian prisoners held 
by Israel in exchange for the hostages. 


The Biden administration has been working behind the 
scenes to secure the release of the American hostages. 
President Biden has spoken with Israeli and Egyptian leaders 
about the issue. 


The hostage release was a welcome development after 
several days of intense fighting between Israel and Hamas. 
The conflict killed more than 250 people, including at least 
60 children. 


Despite the progress made, U.S. ofÏcials remain cautious 
about the situation. They say that the situation is still fluid 
and that it is too early to tell when or if the remaining 
hostages will be released. 


The release of the American hostages would be a significant 
victory for the Biden administration. It would also be a sign 
that the ceasefire agreement is being held and that there is 
a possibility for lasting peace between Israel and Hamas.
